Company no m ore than 
$10,000 to conduct a survey 
audit of county books. 
The firm was recom ­ 
m ended 
to 
the 
com ­ 
missioners by a three man 
CPA Advisory 
board 
ap­ 
pointed by 
199th District 
Judge Tom Ryan. Leon 
Ussery of McKinney. Clifford 
G. Stillwell of Plano and 
Zack Mason of Richardson 
selected the company from 
proposals submitted by four 
national accounting firms. 


In asking for the funds to 
conduct the survey audit, 
Judge Ryan read a letter 
from the firm agreeing to 
conduct 
a 
“ diagnostic 
review’’ for a sum not to 
exceed 
$10,000. 
P eat, 
Marwick, Mitchell & Co. also 
agreed to submit progress 
reports every two weeks to 
Judge Ryan and said that the 
audit would take 45 days to 
complete. 
If begun by April 15, the 
audit will be submitted on 
June 3, the company said. 
The firm also asked the 
county to appoint a project 
director to coordinate the 
audit efforts. 
Judge W G. Proctor asked 


Ryan for a copy of the letter 
for the commissioners court 
files and then asked the 
members if they had any 
questions. 
Carl Marion asked Judge 
Ryan how often the com­ 
missioners could meet with 
the firm for reports. He 
replied that the company 
would present periodic oral 
reports to which the com­ 
missioners would be invited. 
Proctor then read a motion 
agreeing to hire the firm to 


conduct the survey audit 
with 
the

stipulations: that if ad ­ 
ditional 
funds over the 
$10,000 were required, the 
firm 
m ust 
explain 
the 
reasons to Judge Ryan and 
the advisory board who 
would then present the 
reasons 
to 
the

missioners court; that the 
com m issioners would be 
invited to all the firm's oral 
reports; and that the com­ 
missioners would receive a 


copy of all written reports 
submitted to Judge Ryan 
and his advisory board. 


The motion passed on a 5-0 
vote and the special meeting 
was adjourned after only six 
minutes. 


No project director was 
named. 
The audit was requested 
by the Collin County Grand 
Jury several weeks ago and 
was so ordered by Judge 
Ryan.

Court were invited, and four 
of them were present, to 
explain why they are run­ 
ning for those positions. 
Chuck Fr isk, candidate for 
Precinct 4 was the first one 
to appear on the rostrum, 
and his three-minute speech 
hit at many inadequacies 
existing in county govern­ 
ment. 
‘I am tired of hearing 
jokes about Collin County, 
he said “ Jokes such as we 
know where the county line 
stops because that’s where 
the concrete stops. And the 
recent dust storm was not 
blown in from West Texas, 
but from our own roads. 
“ The growth rate in this 
county is highest 
in 
the 
U.S.,” he told the crowd of 
some 200 people, “ and Plano 
is mainly 
responsible 
for 
that tremendous gorwth. 
“ Consider the revenue 
derived from this part of the 
county,” Frisk emphasized, 
“ and then consider 
what 
your getting for it.” 
He added that although the 
county commissioners were 
in the past known as road 
commissioners, he felt they 
could no longer be called 
that. “ Too many things are 
at stake in Collin County that 
have nothing to do 
with 
roads,” he said. 
Concerned with budget 
watching, Frisk said as he 
sees it, the voters have two 
choices
